Miss MeDowell and Others Warn 
of Danger in Rapid Increase

of Federated Women’s Clubs today.

‘viate the hardships suffered by trades wom- 


| en and of methods to bring about their up- 


iftment and the protection of their chil- 
dren. 
The practice of eating canned foods pre- 


ufactured by juvenile hands was condemned 
Club; women were urged to ascertain the 
source of all their supplies. ‘ 
A movement was started officially to es- 
tablish public school scholarships all over 
the state for the benefit of widows who have 
been deprived -of ‘their sole source of livell- 
hood by the enforcement of the new child 
labor law. 


Woman Never to Step Beckward. 

“Woman in Industry ’’ was the subject of 
Miss McDowell's paper. The head of the 
University of Chicago settlement declared 
that woman has invaded'so many different 
fieldy of.labor that men have begun to won- 
der where she would stop. She urged that 
the impetus given the arts and crafts move- 
ment was not an indication that woman in- 
tended taking a backward step. 

“We will not get back to the days when 
mother used to make pies,’’ she said, ‘“‘ and 
clothes were homespun. The household 
spinning whee] has gone forever. We don’t 
dare be petty any longer; we don't dare sit 
here ahd think lightly of all these women 
who are doing so many things with their 
hands, For seif-preservation all these 
women ought to organize. It is a go 


which they work and they will be vastly im- 
proved. They will receive fairer wages.” 
_ Higher Prices, if Sisters Gain. 

The speaker explained that after all the 
garment makers had been banded together in 
a protective organization the consumers 
would have to pay more for custom made 
clothing. 

“But,” she demanded, “what woman 
would refuse to pay more for clothing when 
it means all her working sisters are getting 
living wages? ” 

After urging the women in the 700 clubs 
comprising the general federation to buy 
only garments bearing the union label, Miss 
McDowell took the credit of taking the first 
step toward the protection of child laborers 
away from the woman's clubs. 

** Before the clubs ever took up the child 
labor question,” she declared, ‘800 girls 
in the stockyards union refused to work 
where children were employed. Thousands 


Chicago factories by the labor unions.”’ 

Miss McDowell importuned the club wom- 
en to “‘ stand by ” their working sisters, and 
deciared unionism was dignifying the factory 
and shop girls and making better women of 
them. She said 50,000 women were in the 
union labor ranks in Chicago alone. 


Clothed by Labor of Children. 
Mrs. Florence Kelley of New York spoke 
on “ Childten Whose Labor Feeds and 
Clothes Us.” She began: 
“Every woman in the hall is largely 
clothed by the work of children. The condi- 
tions of child labor in Tlinois are better than 


-they have ever been, but the clothes worn by 


Illinois women are to a great extent made 
outside of Illinois, where the laws are neith- 
er so stringent nor so rigidly enforced.” 

Mrs. Kelley urged the necessity of co- 
operation by all women’s clubs in the coun- 
try to abolish the child laborabuse. “ In re- 
cent years,” she said, *‘ the child has baen 
doing the work that for hundreds of years 
wasidone by women. Children are preparing 
the food we eat at our tables, while we are 
discussing their wrongs.” 

Then the speaker told a story which made 
many of her’hearers vow they never would 
knowingly purchase the products of factories 
employing children, The story described the 
finding of an exceedingly dirty boy, with 
mud on his shoes, concealed in a sugar bar- 
rel, in a Chicago candy factory, while the 
state inspector was searching the plant for 
him. ‘‘ That is the sort of sugar we get,” 
she said, “‘ when we turn over the manufac- 
ture of the things we eat tochildren.”’ 


Guard Birds, Make Babes Work. 


Mrs. Kelley deplored the fact while the 
agitators had succeeded to a great extent 
in protecting the birds against milliners, the 
pass.ng of the real bird for decoration opened 
a new field in child labor, the manufacture 
of artificial plumage. Mrs. Kelley charac- 
terized Factory Inspector Davies as a most 
energetic, ¢arnest, and capable official. 

Mrs. Harriet M. Van Der Vaart spoke of 
the work accomplished during the last year 
by the industrial committee of the federa- 
tion. She urged that all widows deprived of 
their livelihood through the operation of the 
new child labor law should be paid by the 


women’s clubs a®equivalent of the salary re- 


ceived by the boy. This money. she ex- 
piained, was to be paid the boy by the school 
teacher after the compulsory education law 
had forced him back into the schoolroom. 
She solicited, in the name of Factory In- 
spector Davies, the assistance of all club 
women in the enforcement of the law.

ENDS A WORLD CHASE 


After Sixteen Years John Healy 
Faces Trial or Marder. 


CAUGHT BY A MERE CHANCE. 


Recognized by Policeman He Eluded 
on Day of Crime. 


Sixteen years a fugitive in this and other 
countries, John Healy. is about to answer to 
the law for the murder of Ferdinand Pon- 
meranz, who was shot to death in Chicago 
on July 3, 1887. 

Healy will be placed on trial in Judge Clif- 
ford’s court tomorrow, and a remarkable 
feature of the hearing will be that he will 
be confronted by practically all of the per- 
sons who witnessed his flight after the mur- 
der. In the sixteen years that have passed 
few of the witnesses have died or moved 
away, although some of them are old men 
and all gray haired. 

The records of the state's attorney's office 
show no case wherein a man has been 
brought to trial in Cook.county so long after 
the commission of the crime of which he 
Was accused. The nearest approach to it 
was the trial some time ago of a man of the 
name of Stone, who was accused of commit- 
ting a’ murder thirteen years before. 


Chase Leads Over the World. 

Healy in his efforts to elude the police 
traveled all over the world. In Kansas City 
he was accused of having killed a man, but 
escaped and a few years later joined Roose-’ 
velt’s Rough Riders. He was serving as a 
scidier in Manila when arrested for the 
Kansas City crime, but in that case. the 
crime had been committed so long before 
tnat the authorities were unable to secure 
witnesses. 

But in the Chicago case there are a num- 
ber of persons who saw Healy run away 
after Ponmeranz was shot down in the yard 
of his home, 2641 Hickory street, now known 
as Hillock avenue. Among them is Police- 


| Man Fitzgerald, then a city detective. 


On the morning of July 3, 1887, Ponmeranz 


' was in the yard in the rear of his home. His 
wife was ill and already the premature cele- 


bration of the fourth had begun. Healy be- 

gan discharging a revolver in the yard ad 

joining and Ponmeranz protested. 
Healy, it is charged, leaped over the fence, 


“revolver in hand, and shot Ponmeranz, kill- 


ing him. Healy then fled to the street, 

where he ran into the arms of Detective 

Fitzgerald. 
Escepes by a Ruse. 

Healy quickly explained that somebody had 
been shot accidentally and that he was on his 
way to summon a doctor. Fitzgerald re- 
leased Healy, who then was about 17 years 
old, and that was the last seen of him in 
Chicago until this year. 

The fugitive was traced to a number of 
cities, but always managed to elude the Chi- 
cago police, who, in the Kansas City case, 

Finally Healy ventured back to Chicago, 
and when the car barn murders were com- 
mitted he was one of the suspects caught in 
the police dragnet. 

After Sixteen Years. 
The police were unable to connect Healy 
with the double murder and were about to 
release him when Policeman Fitzgerald 
called at the Woodlawn station to see the 
prisoner 


The policeman looked at Healy intently for 
several minutes without speaking, then a 
look of triumph spread over his face. 

“That's Healy, the Hickory street mur- 
derer,”’ he exclaimed. ‘*‘ When he eluded me 
sixteen years ago I swore I'd get him some 
time. I've waited a long while, but here is 
my man.” 

Other witnesses were found, the identifica- 
tion of Healy made complete, and the state 
is now prepared to prosecute Healy with as

TARIFF A SALVATION. 


Chamberlain’s Agent So Reports 
After Am can Trip. . 


SENDS REPORT FROMCHICAGO 


E. A. Hamlyn Will Stady Big Estab- 
lishments of This City. 


As representative of Joseph Chamberlain, 
for whom he is investigating the results of 
the protective tariff in the United States, 
Ernest Augustus Hamlyn of the Honourable 
Artillery Company of London reached Chi- 
cago last night. 

The results of Mr. Hamlyn’s investigations 
thus far are embodied in a preliminary report 
which he forwarded to London from Chi- 
cago. In it he declares the commercial great- 
ness of this country is due to the tariff, add- 
ing that it would be “ the salvation of Eng- 
land.” 

Mr. Hamlyn summarized his repert to Mr. 
Chamberlain as follows: 

“When I began this investigation I was 
in doubt as to the wisdom of your policy. 
After becoming more acquainted with the 
industrial greatness of this country, fostered 
under a protective tariff, I am convinced 
of the accuracy of your judgment. 


_ Greet Boon for England. 

“ Your protective tariff policy will be the 
salvation of England. It will prevent Eng- 
land from being the dumping ground of the 
manufactured products of other countries. 
The manufacturers and tradesmen I have 
seen during 6,000 miles of travel, while visit- 
ing the trade centers in this country, frank- 
ly admit that the English tariff will be a 
detriment to the continued industrial pros- 
perity of America, They admit that it will 
be best for England.” 

The report concludes with an offer by Mr. 
Hamlyn to contribute $500 to a fund with 
which to bring to America 100 English work- 
ingmen from fifty manufacturing cities to 
study the effects of a tariff on the wages and 
tiving expenses of the working classes, 


Might Except Foodstuffs. 

Speaking of Chamberlain’s plans Mr. Ham- 
lyn said he did not entirely favor a tariff 
on beef and some other American foodstuffs, 
but did not see how an exception could be 
made. 

‘““We need American foodstuffs,’’ he said. 

Mr. Hamlyn expects to visit the wholesale 
and retail stores and the stockyards today. 
On Friday, in company with Charles Allis, 
he will goto Milwaukee. Returning to Chi- 
cago he will start for Peoria, St. Louis, Cin- 
cinnati, Baltimore, Philadelphia, Boston, and 
New York, sailing for home in about three 


weeks.

A: neighbor, who had seen a burglar 
in the shop, awakened the owner at midnight, 
and Stelers, half clothed, ran to the bullding 
to find *“‘ Fraser’ inside. Shouting for help, 


| he burst through the front door and grappled 


with the man. 


Hard Fight with Burglar. 

They rolled over on the iron littered floor. 
Steiers was underneath, and his head struck 
an anvil. For amoment he wasdazed. Then 
he grasped his opponent by the throat and 
choked him almost into insensibility. 

The burglar picked up his revolver, which 
had fallen from his pocket in the struggle, 


‘and made desperate attempts to kill Steiers, 


but the machinist was too powerful and 
wrenched away the weapon. The two were 
still fighting when help came. 

“Fraser’’ had been pummeled so badly 
that he was almost ready to fall, but he stag- 
gered to the rear door and hurried down an 
alley. The machinist shouted to his rescuers 
to stop the man, but they failed to compre- 
hend, and Fraser escaped. 

Searchers found beneath a window three 
bits and braces stolen from the shop. The 
implements are used by safe blowers, and 
the police feel confident that the burglar was 
preparing to pass them toa confederate, who 
fled at signs of trouble. 

The burglar’s daring took him to the West 
Chicago station in the morning, where he de- 
clared he had been attacked and robbed. 
He secured a warrant for Stelers, which was 
served by Detectives Ryan and Riordan. 


_ | Machinist Taken to Station. 

When the machinist was taken to the sta- 
tion he told Lieut. Heatly the story of the 
burglary. He was released at once, and the 
police went at once to Twelfth street and. 
Ashland avenue, the address given by the 
complainant. They learned that no man 
answering the description had lived in the 
vicinity. 

The burglar is described as 2 years old 
and well dressed. He is powerfully built 
and is said by the police to be a man named 
Wateon. Detectives hope to identify him 
“» the fact that his face is bru..ied and cut, 
signs which he used to appeal for sympathy 
when he applied for the warrant. 

Desk Sergeant Conway says he has known 
Steiers for fifteen years and declares that 
no doubt can be thrown upon the story of 
the young man.

Washington, D. C., Oct. 20.—[Special.]}—

port to the postmaster general, who, with a 
brief letter of transmittal, will forward it to 
President Roosevelt some time during the 
present week, probably before the cabinet 
meeting on Friday. 


Main Features of the Report. 

These are the main features of the report, 
the first of which will be a surprise to the 
public: 

Postmaster General Payne is given ths 
credit for beginning the investigation, >.

The report criticises the administration 
of the Washington city postoffice, sustaining 
a large part of the Tulloch charges, As @ 
result of this Postmaster Merritt, it is now 
understood, will be asked to resign in spite 
of the personal appeals to the president made 
by Postmaster General Payne and Charlies 
Emory Smith. 

Mr. Payne will find it a severe disappoint- 
ment, but he will acquiesce and will not 
tender his resignation as a member of the 
eabinet. This statement is made positively 
tonight by one of Mr. Payne's personal po- 
litical friends, who alse {s authority for the 
statement that Postmaster Merritt is slated 
for resignation. 

Wynne’s Work Not Mentioned. 


The failure to mention First . Assistant 
Postmaster General Wynne in’ connection 
with the beginning of the inquiry will be 
marked by Mr. Wynne’e friends, who havé 
not forgotten the prominent part he played 
during the first few days after the scandal 
became public, and while he was acting poat- 
master general, during which time Mr 
Payne was on a vacation. This omission 
also will be noticeable because in conversa- 
tion Mr. Bristow, it is said, repeatedly re- 
marked that Wynne made it possible that 
the investigation not only should be made 
tut be made thorough. 

Among the most important recommenda- 
tions regarding administrative changes will 
be that looking to the abolishment of the 
office of general superintendent of free de- 
livery. Mr. Bristow takes the ground that 
as there are already two supérintendents in 
this division, one of adity delivery and the 
cther of rural delivery,’each of these can 
manage his respective bureau without the 
supervision of a general superintendent. 


Narrow Escape for Heath. 

It is understood that Perry 8S. Heath nar- 
rowly escaped criticism of a most severé 
character in Mr. Bristow’s report, but thers 
being no cause for taking any legal action 
it was decided not to mention by name any 
officials or former officials of the depart 
ment whose doings have not been brought 
before the grand jury for the purpose of 
obtaining an indictment. 

Secretary of the Treasury Shaw has been 
able apparently to convince the president 
that Controller Tracewell is an efficient offi- 
cer and should not be asked to resign because 
of his alleged connection with the postoffice 
accounts.

Water Department Under Fire. 

Supt. H. O. Nourse and the water depart- 
ment were under a heavy fire from the in- 
vyestigating committee much of the after- 
noon. As question after question disclosed 
that immense sums were owing the city in 
unpaid water taxes and that slight efforts 
were made to collect, the wonder of the 
investigators increased. Ald. Herrmann 
finally asked Chief Clerk Dvorak bluntly if 
he did not believe that hundreds of thousands 
of dollars had been lost, and Mr. Dvorak did 
mot deny the possibility. 

Corporations, it was shown, were receiving 
the chief benefit of the laxity. Nota railroad 
freight house in Chicago, it was asserted, 
was paying its water frontage tax for fire 
protection. Water is not used in the houses, 
and for that reason, Mr. Dvorak stated, the 
department could not use its only means of 
collecting from delinquents—shutting off the 
water. The records also showed that per- 
sons who used water often paid nothing and 
were not cut off. 

After listening to one instance of laxity 
after another for two hours, Ald. Friestedt 
interrupted a witness with the sarcastic 
comment: 

“I want to say right here that this bureau 
furnishes a good example of municipa)] own- 
ership.

water can be secured.”

CIALS’ ANNUAL REPORT. 


‘uaa Fight Against Graft in the 


City Hall the Result of the Urgani- 
zation’s Efforts to Secure Municipal 
Honesty—How Health Department 
‘Inquiry Was Started—Indictment of 
Twenty-six Policy Writers — Van 
Slooten and His Weed Bill. 


At its annual meeting yesterday after- 
noon, the Citizens’ association unanimously 
voted to lend its aid in every way to the 
city council graft investigation. The graft 
warfare, Secretary Singleton and President 
Seeberger told the association in their re- 
port, was being waged as the direct result 
of the association's exposures of the lax 
methods; of the healfh department in the 
summer. The official scalp of Weed Com- 
missioner Van Sloeten was claimed as the 
latest victory of the civic body. : 

The association reé@lected its present offi- 


-cers as follows: 


President—Louis A. Seeberger. | 

Vice president—Robert E. Jenkins. 

‘Treasurer—John C. Black. | 

Secretary—Shelby M. Singleton. 

Tells of Graft Investigation. 

The annual report, in part, follows: 

‘The movement just started to weed out 
dishonesty and incompetence in the city gov- 
ernment and to introduce business methods 
there is but the logical resuit of this asso- 
ciation’s seven years’ campaign for a clean 
council. Without an honest majority in that 
body such a movement as the present one 
would never have been undertaken in good 
faith. An awakened public conscience and 
the support of the most disinterested and 
public spirited press possessed by any city 
guarantee that the work begun by Ald. Herr- 
mann and his colleagues will be pushed until 
‘graft’ is banished from the city hall. In 
this work the Citizens’ association finds an 
opportunity for service in its chosen line. 

“It is conceded that the movement which 
culminated in the appointment of the council 
investigating committee originated in the 
disclosures incident tothe indictment of five 
inspectors of the sanitary bureau of the 
health department on July 27 on charges of 
bribe taking. The evidence on which these 
men were indicted was presented to the 
grand jury by the Citizens’ association. 

‘“‘A bulletin, dated July 23, chronicled the 
indictment of five sanitary inspectors, in- 
cluding J. 8. Kelly, assistant chief of the 
bureau, and laid bare an elaborate system 
of ‘graft’ in connection with plumbing in- 


spection. 

Heelth Department Inquiry. 
““« In order to bring about a reform in the 
management of the bureau and the system of 
keeping its records a letter was addressed to 
Commissioner Reynolds of the health de- 
partment Sept. 19, calling his attention to the 
fact that on the face of the records there 
was a prima facie case of gross neglect of 
duty against three inspectors, who, accord- 
ing to the records, had failed to apply the 
proper test to several hundred buildings in 
their respective districts. 

“Sept. 30 charges were filed against the 
three inspectors by Commissioner Reynolds, 
A partfal hearing on the charges has sub- 
stantiated the charge made by the associa- 
tion that the records of the bureau are 
worthless and its management utterly in- 
competent. As Andrew Young, the head of 
the bureau, is a holdover and is not under 
the jurisdiction of the civil service commis- 
sion, the commissioner of health is. respon- 
sible for his continuance In office. 

“A bulletin, issued July 31, gave the re- 


sult of an investigation of policy shops and 


announced the [Indictment of twenty-six 
policy writers on evidence furnished by the 
association. The size of the policy evil in 
Chicago, with its 1,200 shops and annual re- 
ceipts of $5,580,000, was dwelt upon, as were 
the political power of the policy ‘ syndicate,’ 
the demoralization wrought by the swindle, 
the supineness of the police regarding it, and 
the long immunity from successful prosecu- 
tion enjoyed by the policy men. It will be the

weeds On vacant property in the city, was re- 
cently investigated by the association. It 
was found that Mr. Van Sliooten’s report to 
the county board. asking that body to audit 
his claim, as required by statute, was full 
of false statements. although made under 
oath. Although the report declared that all 
the lands fF ener hed had been denuced 
of weeds prior to Sept. 12, the date of the 
report, an investigation on Oct. 9 showed 


‘that on many acres of property listed by the 


commissioner not a weed had been cut under 


his direction. 


“The act which gives a color of law to the 
wholesale operations of the ‘ obnoxious weed 
commissioner.’ as that official was termed in 


one letter addressed to the association by an 


indignant property owner, was fathered in 
the state senate last spring by one John Hum- 
phrey. There is abundant reason to believe 
that the claim is the fruit of a scheme to 
extort small sums from thousands of prop- 
erty owners under cover of a useless law.

IN CITY’S BILLS. 


Heavy Overcharges for Print- 
ing Done for Clerk 
Bender's Office. 


MONEY IS HELD BACK. 


Inflated Prices Said to Have Been 
Paid for. Years by the 
Municipality. 


cent.” 

This charge is made in a report to Con- 
troller McGann by investigators who have 
examined bills for printing and supplies 
ordered by City Clerk Bender. As a result 
payment on the bills has been withheld, and 
one of the firms already has offered a 20 per 
cent reduction. 

Acting on the charges, Controller McGann 
has asked the corporation counsel for an 
opinion as to his rights to oversee the order- 
ing of goods and his authority to refuse to 
pay bills which he considers excessive. The 
city clerk’s office is one of the few not cov- 
ered by the city purchasing agency. 

In some cases it has been found that the 
overcharge amounted to 100 per cent, and 
that the city has been paying twice as much 
for its printing as would be charged any othe 
corporation. 

City Loses for Years. 

The reply of City Clerk Bender is that the 
existing scale of prices has prevailed for 
years. He ordered an examination of the 
books in his office and discovered that City 
Clerk Loeffler paid prices just as excessive. 

As the city spends $25,000 annually through 
the city clerk’s office, a “60 per cent steal ” 
covering a number of years would amount to 
a big sum. 

Four of the accounts called into question 
are with the firm of Moorman & Galler. 
Three, which are combined in one Dill, 
amount to $658.75, and the fourth was for 
$100.50. Investigation revealed that the 
$100.50 order could be duplicated for $54.25 
and that the work for which $658.75 was 
charged could be duplicated for $300. 

The printing firm, when the bill of $658.75 
was held up, volunteered to throw off $138. 
But this was not considered a sufficient re- 
duction. 

Clerk Bender’s Defense. 

City Clerk Bender says he is glad the over- 
charges have been discovered. As soon as 
the matter was brought to his attention, he 
says, he investigated and found that the 
same scale of prices has prevailed for a num- 
ber of years. 

“It’s nothing that has been developed in 
my term of office,’’ he said. “ There is one 
thing to be considered, however. Firms 
which are doing business with the city know 
that they will not get their money for a half 
year or so. The best they can get is a certifi- 
cate, and they can get this cashed at a bank, 
if the bank is willing, up to 10 per cent of 
their full value. On this money they have to 
pay interest. It is only reasonable that they 
will charge more for work done the city than 
they would for work done a customer who 
pays cash.”’ 

‘Other. charges relate to the purchase of 
supplies. The controlle?# has found that the 
city clerk bought knives at $1.44 when they 
could have been obtained for 85 cents; that 
he paid $1.50 more a thouWand for letterheads 
than necessary; that the lead pencils used in 
the office cost from 6 to 8 cents. 


HUSBAND TELLS OF A TEMPER. 


Long List of Wife’s Shortcomings Al- 


leged in Charles J. Perry’s 
Divorce Suit. 


Charles J. Perry recites a long list of do- 
mestic troubles in a bill for divorce filed 
yesterday against his wife, Hattie Perry. 
Mrs. Perry is alleged to have thrown an oak 
table downstairs, striking her husband’s 
head, and hurled china and other things at 
him.

TWENTY-ONE LOST AT SBA 


BIG STEAMER IS WRECKED ON 
REEFS OFF OREGON COAST. 


South Portland, Bound for San Fran- 
cisco, Goes to Pieces and Lifeboats 
Upset as They Leave the Wreck— 
Seven Out of Eighteen Climb Back 
Into Captain’s Craft—One Man Dies 
Upon Reaching Land — Search for 
Missing Is Fruitless. 


Marshfield, Ore., Oct. 21.—[Special.]—The 
steamer South Portland, from Portland’ for 
San Francisco, is a total wreck on Cape 
Bianco reef. There were thirty-n-ne persons 
on board the vessel when it struck, and of 
these one is dead and twenty-one are miss- 
ing. 
The steamer was moving at the slow rate 
of seven ‘knots an hour In a dense fog when 
it struck, nose first, on the rocks. The boat 
ran up on the reef and then slid back and 
commenced to fill. 


“Life Raft and Bogts Launched. 
The captain, seeing that all hopes of sav- 


| ing his ship were gone, gave orders to man 
| the life raft with all possible haste. 


The crew of twenty-two men worked well 
and soon the life raft and two boats in 
the water and began loading them, appor- 
tioning the passengers among the two boats 
and the raft. 


 _ Both Life Boats Upset. 
One of the boats that got away from the 


ship's side loaded with part of the crew and 
some of the passengers was capsized as 


j soon as it cleared the ship's side, and when 


last seen was floating away in the fog. * 

One boat which is still out with seven 
people has not been sighted since it left the 
sinking ship. Even if it has not been strand- 
ed it is almost certain that some of the weak- 
er occupants will succumb before morning. 

The Bandon life saving station crew went 
overland to Port Orford. and relieved Capt. 
McIntyre’s exhausted crew, who were in 
search of the lost party, but they had not 
returned at a late hour. 

‘The tug Columbia is in the vicinity of the 
wreck, but no news has been heard from it. 

The captain's boat, with about eighteen 
aboard, succeeded in clearing, but also cap- 
sized, and only seven were able to get back 
to the boat. They were Capt. James Mc- 
Intyre, John Reimer, Emanuel Pasominis, 
W. L. Wilson, L. Baker, Guy Bent, and Al 
— ‘They reached port Orford last 
night. 

A lifeboat on which the following embarked 
succeeded in reaching shore this afternoon: 
Charles Bruce, first officer; James Ward, 
chief engineer; T. Pizzotti, second assistant 
engineer; John McKown, oiler; J.. Driscoll, 
oller; W. Hughes, fireman; W. Robertson, 
fireman; James Alwood, seaman; H. Weber, 
J. H. Johnson, seaman; and Charles Huzon, 
the first assistant engineer.

Clergyman Scores Elijah’s’ 


Pulpit Methods and Calls — 
Him Mountebank. 


RESTORER AGAIN HISSED. 


Result of Tirade Because Half 
His Audience Leaves—Carrie 
Nation Shares Honors. 


New York, Oct. 20.—[Special.}—In avn open 
letter to John Alexanaer sowie today the 
Rev. Dr. Charies H. Parkhurst denounces the 
restorer as a ridiculous mountebank and @ 
juggier. Dr. Parkhurst declares he attended 
the service in Madison Square garden and 
was almost ashamed to be in the audience 
when Elijah launched into one of his tirades. 

The letter is as follows: 

“TI do not want to be presuming, but doub* 
if it is any more presumptive in me to come 
and try to clarify you than it for for you to 
come and try to clarify New York; and I 
don’t know which of us has takey the heavier 


contract. 

“ Tattended your service at Madison Square 
garden last evening, and I went determined 
to enjoy it if I could and to be benefited by it. 
and to go away and refute some of the 
charges that I have heard alleged against 
you. But it was of no use; your behavior on 
the platform crushed every throb of sym- 
pathy I had with you. I never heard froma 
public speaker such a discharge of efferves- 
cent wrath and coarse invective. I went to 
hear you preach the gospel, and you preachedi 
Dowile, Zion City, ‘ stink pot." I was ashamed 
of you and almost ashamed to:be in your 
audience. It wasa long way bélow the stand- 


ard even of the circuses that I have attended 


in the same garden. 
No Sign of,Christianity. 

“The only consolation I could derive was 
that it was so abominable and so far be- 
yond the bounds of the respectable that even 
those in your congregation who did not know 
what Christianity is woul@ have no idea 
that it had anything to do with what you 
were saying. 

“ Of course, the ridiculousness of the per- 
formance was only enhanced by the immen- 
sity of your pretensions. If you claimed fv 
be only an ordinary man there might be some 
hope for you, ever. with what you call the 
‘rabble,’ but the rabble is discriminating 
and can discriminate as keenly as the keen- 
est between a prophet and a juggler, be- 
tween an Elijah and a mountebank. 

“I gay this in no spirit of anger, but either 
your head is twisted or your heart infected, 
or you have blundered badly in your method. 
You cannot bully people into Zionism nor 
biackguard them into the kingdom of heae- 
ven. I hope you will take this in the ki 
spirit in which it is offered and that it 
be blessed to you.’’ : 

Dowie Again Hissed. 

John Alexander Dowie was hissed —- 
by his audience in Madison Square garde 
tonight. He had to share the honors of 
his entertainment, however, with Mrs. 
Carrie Nation. Dowle caused one man’s 
arrest on a eharge of disturbing « 
religious meeting. At least one-half 
of the audience left at the end of the 
first hour, many protesting indignantly av 
me language with which Dowie entertained 

en. 

At times he did things which Jed to expres- 
sions of dovbt as to his sanity. He announced 
that he would answer the criticisms of the 
Rev. Dr. James Buckley, but during his dis- 
course of three hours he spent much time In 
controversies with young men in the frone 


seats. 
Hundreds Hoot at Him. . 

“Get out of New York,” hooted several 
hundred persons as Dowie drove away from 
the garden in his brougham. Mrs. Nation 
at that time was crossing Madison square, 
with at least twenty-five hundred interested 
spectators trailing behind her. 

While A. J. Gladstone Dowte was reading 
a psalm a man in the gallery exclaimed: 
“I can’t understand you.” 

Dowie was on his feet at once in a rage. 
“ Policeman,” he commanded, “ arrest that 


man for disturbing a religious meeting. If 


you won't have the gospel tonight you 
have the law.” 

Two policemen singled out the offender and 
led him away, while the host clapped their 
hands. Then they joined in the hymn, *O, 
List to the Voice of the Prophet of Old.”

We 
have, it is true, succeeded in establishing 
two of our main contentions—firstly, as to the 
Portland canal; and, secondly, as to the ex- 
istence of a mountain boundary line, but 
while finding in favor of our contentions 
upon these phases of the case the tribunal 
has worked out a line in such a way as to 
deprive us of all practical benefit. 

* While we get Wales and Pearse islands, 
‘which the Americans have been in posses- 
sion of for some years, they are deprived of 
value to Canada by the fact that two islands 
which lie immediately outside and command 
the entrance to Observatory inlet and to 
Port Simpson are given to the United States. 
I do not profess to understand the principle 
upon which these islands are given away.” 

Special opinions were submitted on the sec- 
ond and fifth questions by Lord Alverstone, 
Secretary Root, and Senators Turner and 
Lodge, which will form part of the record, and 
in which the reasons for their conclusions are 
explained. 

Lord Alverstone and the American com- 
missioners rely upon these opinions to answer 
the criticisms of the Canadian members of 
the tribunal. These opinions assume more 
than a legal and technical interest. 


Make Emphatic Protest. 

Messrs. Jette and Aylesworth, the Cana- 
dian commissioners, have made a statement 
regarding the award, prefacing it as follows: 

“The decision of the Alaska boundary 
tribunal has been. given, and in view ofits 
character the people of Canada are, in our 
judgment, entitled to such explanation from 
us as will enable them to comprehend fully 
the manner in which their interests have 
been dealt with. Wetake up the points of the 
decision in the order in which they are pre- 
sented by the treaty under which the tribunal 
was constituted.” 

‘The statement, in closing, says: “ Our po- 
sition during the conference of the tribunal 
has been an unfortunate one, We have been 


severally and jointly urged our views as 
strongly as we were able, but we have been 
compelled to witness the sacrifice of the 
interests of Canada. We were powerless to 
prevent it, though satisfied that the course 
which the majority was determined to pursue 
in respect to the matters above specially re- 
ferred to ignored the just rights of Canada.”’ 


President Is Gratified. 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 20.—[ Special. ]— 
At the cabinet meeting today felicitations 
were exchanged between the president and 
his advisers over the result of the delibera- 
tions of the Alaskan boundary commission. 

Secretary Hay presénted to the president 
and to his fellow cabinet members the de- 
cision of the commission, as stated in the 
official dispatches to the state department. 
The decision itself indicates more clearly 
than anything else could how complete the 
American victory is. 

By the president and the cabinet the result 
‘achieved: by the American commissioners is 
regarded as far and away the greatest diplo- 
matic success the United States has had for 
a generation.

PEACE MOVEMEN® GROWS. 


FRANCE READY TO CONCLUDE 
MORE ARBITRATION TREATIES. 


Baron d’Estournellies de Constant Says 
Negotiations with Italy, Holland, 
and Norway and Sweden Are Near- 
ing Satisfactory Conclusion—Anglo- 
French Agreement Held of Highest 
Importance — United States Praised 
for Assistance.

PARIS, Oct. 20.—Negotiations for arbitra- 

tive treaties, similar to the one just con- 
cluded with England, are in progress between 
France and Italy, Holland, and Norway and 
Sweden, according to a statement made to- 
day by Baron d’Estournelles de Constant. 

“ There is nothing In the way of the speedy 
conclusion of such a treaty with Itajy ina 
few months, perhaps even earlier,”’ said the 
baron. ‘‘ The clauses will be settled and the 
agreement may be published before the visit 
of President Loubet to Rome. As regards 
Holland, the government of that country, as 
well as of Sweden and Norway, proposed 
treaties of arbitration long ago, but no ac- 
tion was taken in the matter by France 

“When I established my parllamentary 
group last spring for furthéring the interests 
of arbitration, I found these advances from 
friendly nations had been neglected, and at 
once wrote to Delcasse and heard he was 
quite ready to conclude the treaties. He 
promised to take the matter up at once, and 
the result is that in’ a short time these ad- 
ditional treaties will help by their realization 
to further the great cause of arbitration.

I believe the 
two nations will observe the spirit, perhaps 
more than the letter, of the document. 

“I cannot help remarking that in the pa- 
cific movement the United States has been 
of great assistance.

tween Russia and China 
Has Been Closed. 


CZAR’S TROOPS TO RULE. 


All Other Nations to Be Kept 
from Trade—Co-operation in 
_ War Arranged For. 


BERLIN, Oct. 20.—The special correspond- 
ent of a Berlin newspaper quotes the Vos- 
totschni Vestnik, a journal published in the 
far east, as authority for the statement that 
Paul Lessar, Russian minister to China, has 
concluded a treaty with China which gives 
Russia practical control of Manchuria, al- 
though under a nominal Chinese govern- 
ment. Russia undertakes to conduct any 
war arising with a third power from the new 
treaty. 

As reported the treaty provides that the 
appointment and dismissal of the governor 
general and commander in chief of the pre- 
fects in Manchuria shall be effected by the 
Chinese government in agreement with the 
Russian diplomatic representatives. 


Russian Control of Troops. 

The Chinese troops stationed in the three 
provinces of Manchuria shall be under Rus- 
sian control, but if the Chinese soldiers are 
incapable of maintaining order and sup- 
pressing brigandage Russia is to have the 
right of using her own troops to this end. 

Trading in Manchuria and the exploitation 
of mines there is prohibited, except to Rus- 
sians and Chinese. The customs are to be 
under joint) Chinese and Russian control. 
The railroad becomes Chinese property on 
mutual agreement at the end of twenty years. 
The posts and telegraphs are to be under 
Russian and Chinese control, and disputes 
are to be settled by a Russian referee. 


Co-operation in War. 

In the event of war with a third power 
arising from the new treaty it will be con- 
ducted by Russia and China in codperation. 
Should China withdraw her codiperation 
Russia will carry on the war alone, and in 
the event of victory China shall cede Man- 
churia to Russia and immediately withdraw 
all her civil and military officials. The Chi- 
nese signatories to the treaty are given as 
Princes Tchin Wan Wen, Schai Hun Tsi, and 
Tchang Tchili.

FOR IRRIGATION. 


Uses Railway Figures toShow 
How Western Country 
Can Be Developed. 


BIG AREAS AWAIT WATER 


Convention at Bismarck, N. D., 
Given Compact History of 
Last 21 Years. 


¢ 


Bismarck, N. D., Oct. 20.—A new irrigation 
congress, primarily a state organization but 
indirectly affecting the entire northwest, was 
formed here today, and while only a prelim- 
inary organization was formed the session 
today was perhaps the most important of 
the tWo days’ meeting because of the pres- 
ence of James J. Hill, president of the North- 
ern Securities company, and a party of 
friends, who arrived shortly after noon to- 
day, and Mr. Hill's address to the delegates, 
which was delivered late this afternoon. 
Mr. Hill talked on irrigation and ite rela- 
tion to the development of the northwest. 
Mr, Hill first referred to the fact that i 
was thirty-three years ago that he first 
crossed the Red river into what is now the 
state of North Dakota, and pointed out the 
marvelous way in which the state had since 
that time developed, and questioning if any 
other state in the union could show so much 
progress in so short a length of time. Re- 
ferring to the Great Northern railway, he 
stated that the mileage of the system had 
increased since 1882 from 1,007 miles to 5,508 


miles in 1908, 
Measures Growth of Country. | 
*“ Now, here,” said Mr. Hill, “is the ma- 


terial growth of the northwest. In 1882 we 


. moved 1,007,000 tons of freight; in 1903 we 
hauled 16,148,000 tonsa, or an increase of 1,600 
per cent in twenty-one years, 

‘Had the company received the same 
average rate per ton per mile in 1903 as in 
1882 it would have collected $90,820,100 for 
freight earnings during the last year, while 
actual collections were $30,915,000, a de- 
crease through a reduction of freight rates 
of $59,904,875. THat means that if the rate 
of twenty-one years ago had been in force 
you could not have raised grain enough to 
pay the cost of cultivating the soil and of 
paying us for carrying it to the markets. 

“The reduction in freight rates has been 
iy ge about by increasing the volume of 
rafiic.”’

AWES THE JANITORS 


MRS. SAGE DEFEATS STRIKERS AT 
HOTEL BRISTOL. 


No Interference with Men at Work or 
with Tenants Is Permitted by Wom- 
an Propriector—Trouble on the Chi- 
cago City Railway Appears Nearing 
a Settlement—Rand, McNally & Co. 
Ask for an Injunction Against the 
Pressfeeders. 


Policemen, a dozen tenants, and a squad of 
nonunion furnace | tenders unsuccessfully 
have tried for two days to resist a strike of 
the janitors at the Hotel Bristol, 241 Thirty- 
first street. When they abandoned thestrug- 
gle a woman took it up and last night de- 
clared she had won her battle. 

When the flat janitors called out their meme 
bers in the Hotel Bristol, the Palos, and the 
Greenwood apartments last Monday morning 
they arranged for a spectacular strike. They 
intended to stop every team that drove to 
the entrance of the building, shut off sup- 
plies, and deprive the tenants of heat and 
warm water. 

For several hours the janitors. succeeded. 
‘The police were unable to prevent them from 
interfering with the teams, and the tenants 
failed to properly handle the furnaces. In 
Gespair they turned to Mrs. Katherine Sage, 
proprietor of the Hotel Bristol. 


Woman Astonishes the Pickets. 

The janitors’ pickets yesterday morning 
were astonished to see Mrs. Sage leave the 
hotel and bring back a nonunion engineer 
and put him to work. They dropped away 
from the delivery wagons when she ap- 
proached to see why they did not make de- 
liveries. ‘They became demoralized when 
she stirred up the policemen and ordered 
them to disperse the strikers. 

The strikers fear to carry out their original 
plans, for they are under the impression that 
Mrs. Sage, who has the sympathy of her 
tenants, will appea) to the courts for an in- 
junction. The agents for the hotel have 
nearly fifty other buildings, and the strike. 
may be extended to these. 

While Mrs. Sage was treating the janitors 
to a surprise, A. Schweir, Sixty-fourth street 
and Ellis avenue, demonstrated that there 
is another way of dealing with them. 
Schweir’s trouble was not caused by a strike, 
but .by alleged impertinence of his janitor, 
Louis Link. The remarks were addressed to 
Miss Lulu Schweir. Justice Charlton heard 
and ad and the janitor was fined $10 and 
costs. 


Street Car Controversy Ending.

How Irrigation Has Developed. 


Getting then to the subject of irrigation, 
Mr. Hill gave some interesting history, after 
alluding to the diminishing public domain 
and gradual settlement of the country that 
is capable of producing without irrigation. 

Just five years ago, he said, seeing the nec- 
essity for the irrigation of the remaining 
public lands for the creation of homes, five 
railroads, his own among the number, sub- 
scribed $25,000 a year to pay for a campaign 
of education on the subject of irrigation, and 
started it all over the country. He related 
the gradual development of the irrigation 
sentiment till last year it was successfully 
brought to fruition on the floor of congréss. 
The land not susceptible of agricultural pur- 
suits, but which wotld be valuable if irrri- 
gated, Mr. Hill gave as follows: 

“North Dakota, 10,000,000 acres; South 
Dakota, 5,000,000 acres; Montana, 30,000,000 
acres; Idaho, 10,000,000 acres; Washington, 
15,000,000 acres. 

“You can add 1,000,000 farmers to this 
and provide them each with a farm of 200 
acres with intelligent irrigation.”

OWNER BILLINGS DRIVES. 


Time of 2:042¢ in Each Fastest 
Ever Made by Amateur 
-Reinsmen. 


{BY HENRY TEN EYCK WHITE.) 

Memphis, Tenn., Oct. 20.—[Special.j—The 
meeting of the only two minute trotters, Lou 
Dillon and Major Delmar, in arace was char- 
acterized by an easy victory for the chestnut 
mare, which showed her speed superiority 
in the first heat by trotting away from the 
Major as if he were a 2:10 horse. 

Then, right at the start of the second mile, 
the gelding made a break, and, although the 
mare took her time going.to the quarter pole. 
he was hopelessly out of the contest almost 
as soon as the word was given, and from that 
moment until the little mare stepped jauntily 
under the wire in 2:04%, the first mile having 
been trotted in the same time, there was no 
ccntest and not much interest. 

There was a big crowd on hand to see the 
race, which was certain to be an epoch mak- 

- Ing one, if only for the fact that never before 
had a pair of trotters with such fast records 
met in actual contest. _ 


Start with Perfect Stride. 


There were the usual preliminaries of 
warming up each nag, but finally Messrs. 
Billings and Smathers were in the wagons, 

° Lou Dillon having drawn the pole, and at the 
first attempt they came under the wire like a 

; double team and trotting a two minute gait. 
Their noses were perfectly even as Starter 
Newton said the word that sent them on the 
journey that was to decide so much. Mr. 
Billings hugged the pole, and Mr. Smathers 
lay close to him, the frail wagons almost. 
touching each other as the horses trotted 

with perfect stride arevnd the first turn. 
There was no change as they came to the 
quarter pole, and as their noses showed that 

| one-fourth of the mile had been accomplished 

the timers hung out :360. - 


Lou Glides Awry. 


This was a two minute clip and something 
great in the line of a record was expected. 
But before another sixteenth had been cov- 
ered it was seen Lou Dillon was leaving Del- 
“mar, and in an instant there was daylight 
between her and the bay horse. Al) the way 
down the back stretch this advantage was 
increased. The mare never altered the 
stealing stride that had carried her to the 
quarter at a record breaking clip, and she 
sped past the half mile pole in exactly a 
minute from the time she left the wire. The 
Memphis people had begun to cheer as soon 
B as it was plaip their favorite had the most 
speed, and when the time to the half was 
posted there was an exultant cry from hun- 
@reds of throats. 

-- Billings Takes It Easily. 
But by this time Mr. Billings realized 
Major Delmar was far in the rear, and took 
the mare back a little. She trotted the third 
quarter at a 2:08 gait, reaching the three- 
quarter pole in 1:32, the cHp thus far being 
at the rate of 2:02%5 to the mile. Delmar 
was a dozen lengths back, Mr. Smathers 
shifting the bit in his mouth and getting all 
he could out of a horse that was tired and 
overmatched. Down the homestretch came 
Lou Dillon, her driver sitting still. The 
mare’s beautiful head, unrestrained by a 
check rein, was swinging as she trotted, 
and her action was as perfect as though she 
. ‘were only at a jog. Inside the distance 
7 stand “ Doc’’ Tanner, who is chief lleuten- 
e> ant of the Billings horse forces, s:.gnaled to 
” Lou's owners that the battle was over, for 
that heat. at least. So Mr. Billings took the 
mare in hand, and she went under the wire 
at what seemed a funeral gait after the 
great flight of speed shown earlier in the 
mile. The time w 2:04%, and the final 

quarier wasdone at only a 2:11 gait. 


_ ‘Fastest Drive by Amateurs. . 

But a good. deal of turf history has been 
made in that mile. It was the second fastest 
ever trotted in a race, being excelled only 
by the 2:08% of Cresceus when he defeated 
The Abbot at Brighton Beach. It was aiso 
the fastest mile ever trotted, amateurs up, 
in a race for a trophy. . 

And then in the next heat Lou Dillon 
showed that she was not a one heat horse. 
as some have alleged her to be. There was 
a little jockeying before the start. Three 

4 times did the horses come to the wire oniy 

4 to be recalled, as Delmar was a trifle in 

% the lead. But Lou never minded the false 

starts. She would pull up and come back, 
ambling along and stop at the stand, where 
Millard Sanders, the man who drove her 
in two minutes, would administer a few 
friendly pats on her glossy neck. Then she 
would jog soberly up the track and turn for 
e fresh attempt. 


Delmar Breaks—All Over. 

On the fourth score the word was given to 
a perfect start, but hardly had the mile been 
begun when Delmar made a plunging break. 
He did not catch readily, and by the time 
the mare was around the first turn there were 
‘ 4 dozen lengths between her and the New 
York horse... The race was over, all but 
the shouting. Mr. Billings took it in the 
second heat easy with his little mare, and 
her time to the quarter was :32%. He was 
at the half in 1:08%, and then he gave the 
: people a taste of what Lou can do when she 
-. thas her trotting clothes on by letting her 
3 step the next quarter around the turn in 
a -20%. This terrific flight of speed brought her 
4 to the three-quarters in 1:33,-a full second 
slower than the pace to that point in the 
previous mile. Through the home stretch 
she “marched,” as horsemen say, every foot 
being put down in the right place and in per- 
fect rhythm. The final quarter was done in 
‘31%. making another mile in 2:04%, and the 
fastest race ever trotted between two horses 

Was at an end. | 


Loser Congratulates Winner. 


Major Delmar was a long ways behind 
at the finish, but after Mr. Smathers realized 
pursuit of the flying mare was useless, he did 
not call on his horse for a supreme effort. 
He was one of the first to Mr. Billings 
by the hand as that gentleman alighted from 
his wagon.

TALKS OF TRADE. 


Wall Street Has the Headache 
Following a Long Orgy, 
He Says. 


HOPEFUL OF FUTURE. 


Good Railway Stocks‘Are Better 
Investments Now than 
Ever Before. 


“ Wall street has been on a drunk for a 
long time, and is now suffering from a severe 
headache,” said President Stuyvesant Fish 
of the Illinois Central railroad yesterday. 

“Of late there has been such an enormous 
offering of stocks and bonds in underwriting 
the many big industrial enterprises that the 
people have not been able to digest them. 
The people have lost confidence, and. with 
Wall street on the ragged edge, the present 
low level of stocks and bonds, particularly of 
industrials, will continue until operators can 
realize on their holdings.’’ 


Railroads and Industrials. 


“ There is a sharp distinction,” he con- 
tinued, “‘ between. railroad securities and 
industrials. The business of the country is 
so good that there can be no further serious 
decline in railroad securities. There is noth- 
ing wild about railroads. They are more 
conservatively managed now than ever be- 
fore. There is no paralleling of lines, which 
insures a large-business to the existing roads. 

‘The real strengti of the railroads at the 
present time lies in their greatly improved 
physical condition, which is not apparent in 
the balance sheets and other financial state- 
ments contained in the annual reports. 

** Crops in the south have turned out much 
better than was generally expected. While 
the cotton crop has not been unusually large, 
the southern farmer just now gets a higher 
price for his cotton than usual. There is 
plenty of corn in the south, more than ever 
before. In Iowa the corn crop has not been 
so good, but there is enough to keep the 
railroads busy during the winter.” 


Double Track Laying. 


“We propose to double track our entire 
line between Chicago and New Orleans," 
continued Mr. Fish. ‘‘ Four hundred miles 
of road between Chicago and Fulton are al- 
ready double tracked; then there are sixty 
miles of double track between Fulton and 
Memphis, and 150 miles just north of New 
Orleans. We are in no great haste in double 
tracking the rest of our lines in the south, 
because we have two distinct lines between 
the Ohio river and New Orleans, which prac- 
tically amounts to a double track.”’ 


Traffic Diverted to Gulf Ports.

The same day on which the governor 


opened his speaking campaign, his campaign 


fund campaign was opened, by imposing a 
_ tribute of $6,000 upon the employés of the 
Pontiac reformatory. This levy is a net 
with finer meshes even than the famous 5 


per cent slush fund which has now also been 


revived, for whereas the 5 per cent tax was 
imposed only on those who had $60 a month 
from the state, the Pontiac assessment lets 
nobody escape. The least considerable em- 


_ ployé at the reformatory is to pay $50 to 


the campaign fund in three monthly install- 


ments of $15, $15, and $20. Where is the 


inherent fraud of this salary assessment? 
In this, the superintendents of state insti- 
tutions are appointed by the governor. 
They are directed by him to put in estimates 
for appropriations to the state legislatures. 
These estimates are purposely made larger 
than necessary, for out of the appropria- 
tions must come not only the employés’ sal- 
aries and other legitimate expenses, but also 
campaign subscriptions for the governor. 
In this indirect but none the less simple way 
the taxpayers are taxed to put money into 


Gor. Yates’ campaign fund. 


A beautiful illustration of this scheme is 

_ furnished by Pontiac itself. Last spring the 
. State anditor furnished a legislative com- 
mittee with the following figures—July, 
1902, being the latest month of which a

Justice Alverstone, who acted as he did be- 
cause he knew Canada had no case and be- 
cause he is a man who has the courage of 
his convictions. As such he ought to have 
the admiration of Canada, as he will have 
that of the United States. If they are not 
densely ignorant the Canadians know they 
never had a case. If they think they did 
they did not find it out until gold was dis- 
covered in the Yukon country. No one else 
dreamed they had a case then or at any 
The treaty of-1825 defined the 
boundaries of the Russian possessions which 
were sold to us in 1867, and for more than 
thirty years those limits remained unques- 
tioned by Great Britain and Canada. This 


sudden wave of bitterness towards England 


which is sweeping over Canada is only a 
wave of bluster. It will probably subside 
when the Canadians come to their sober

He shared with Sir Charlies Ruseell, who 
preceded him on the bench.as lord chief 
justice, the duty of prosecuting the British 
ase in the Bering sea arbitration in 1893, 
for which he received the grand cross of 
the order of St. Michael and &t. George. 


“He was leading counsel for Great Britain 


in the Venezuela arbitration of 1899, at the 
close of which he received from Queen Vie- 
toria a baronetcy, an honor rarely bestowed 
on a law officer, and on hie elevation to the 
bench to succeed Lord Russel! as lord chief 
justice of England he received a peerage and, 
of course, a seat in the house of lords, 

It would be no exaggeration to say that 
Lord Alverstone is without exception the 
most universally popular member of the bar. 
To vary the title of a popular song, ‘ They 
All Love Dick,” and he is regarded as one 
of the best and most characteristic types of 
an Englishman. 

To mee with he is absolutely “ straight,” 
the soul of honor, thoroughly simple and un- 
affected, witha! stately and dignified. a mas- 
sive frame—covering an unusually big heart, 
clean in his private life, even tempered, and 
in hie youth a famous athlete, robust in body 
as in mind, earnest and thorough in all he 
undertakes, and possessed of a singularly 
winning and finely modulated voice. 


It cannot be said that he is preéminent as 
an orator. Nor is hea great parliamentarian, 
and, though his political opiniones are strong, 
nobody ranks him as a great politician. It 
would even be an exaggeration to state that 
he is preéminent fn brilllancy as a lawyer. 
And yet he stands at the head of his profes- 
sion by reason of hisabsolute soundness, and 
because he has the reputation of never per- 
mitting any prejudice or feeling of any kind 
to influence his decisions, that are based 
exclusively on law, equity, and common 
sense. 

There are few English judges or lawyers 
who are better known in the United States 
than Dickie’ Webster, who has frequent- 
ly visited this country and whose only son, 
who died a year or so ago, was married to a 
girl with American blood in her veins, her 
mother, Lady Evans, being thé daughter of 
the late Attorney Genera] Samuel Stevens 


of Albany, N. Y. 
To see Lord Alverstone at his best is to be 


‘his guest at Winterfold, his picturesque home 


in Surrey, and ft:is difficult to efface from 
one’s mind the memory of the fine, big hall, 
with its galleries of carved oak running 
round the south and east side, the burning 
logs in the old fashioned fireplace throwing 
a ruddy glow on the tapestries with which 
the walls are hung, while seated at the fine 
organ is the most hospitable of hosts dis- 
coursing the sweetest of music on this most 
difficult of instruments. 

For Lord Alverstone isa most accomplished 
organist, in bygone days had a singularly 
fine voice, and is without exception the most 
musical member of the English bench. He 
lost his wife many years ago, and has never 
married again. Indeed, the bereavements 
which he has sustained, first. through the 
death of his wife, then by that of is only 
son, have given a certain note of occasional 
sadness to a character that is otherwise of 
the most sunny and genial disposition. 


While young Lord Denman is little known 
in this country, Sir Weetman Pearson, to 
whose daughter he has just become en- 
gaged. is quite a familiar figure in the Unit- 
ed States, in which he has large interests, 
and which he visits at least once or twice 
every year. Sir Weetman is one of the most 
Important of English and internationa] con- 
tractors, th® firm being known by the name 
of S. Pearson & Son, and has charge of the 
construction of such big works as the Dover 
harbor, the Vera Cruz docks. the railroad 
of Tehuantepec, which cuts across the nar- 
rowest part of Mexico from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific with harbors at either end, the 
Surrey Commercial docks, the East London 
Water company, and heaven knows what al} 
besides. 

A fiortd, well nourished Yorkshireman, 
who, as a liberal. has represented the 


-ancient city of Colchester for a number of 


years in parllament, he entertains lavishly 
at his house in Carlton House terrace in 
London. has a beautiful place in Sussex. has 
been a baronet since 1894, and, being pos- 
sessed of immense wealth, will doubtless 
give a handsome dowry to his daughter on

Lord Denman is far from rich, and tn- 
herited little beyond his peerage m his 
granduncle, the late lord. The latter was 
a most eccentric and quarrelsome old man, 


who was forever disturbing the calm se- 


renity of the upper house of England’s na- 
tional legislature by cantankerous speeches 
varied by epileptic fits. Indeed, it was be- 
lieved that his mind was affected. 

While dementia disqualifies a man from 
sitting In the house of commons, it is no im- 
pediment to the fulfillment of his legislative 
duties if he happens to be a member of the 
house of lords, and at the time when Glad- 
stone’s home rule bill was defeated by the 
upper chamber, at least three peers, Viscount 
Hereford among the number. were brought 
down to the house of lords by their keepers 
from private insane asylums to cast their 
votes against the measure. 

Like most of the members of his family, 
young Lord Denman, who served with dis- 
tinction in the south African war, where he 
was wounded, is remarkably good looking, 
and bears a marked personal resemblance to 
his great-grandfather, the first Lord Den- 
man, who, it may be remembered, was the 


- solicitor general of Queen Caroline on the 


occasion of her divorce trial in the house of 
lords, being associated in her defense with 
the great Lord Brougham, who was her at- 
torney general. 

Both of her counsel suffered from the 
prejudice against them, which their cham- 
pfonship of the misguided but ill used 
queen, excited in the breast of King George 
1V., and it was not until after his death 
that their eminence at the bar received recég- 
nition, Lord Brougham being raised to the 
peerage and to the lord chancellorship in 
1830, while four years later Thomas Den- 
man was appointed lord chief justice and 
created a peer. 

One of his sons, the late Rt. Hon. George 
Denman. who, for more than thirty years 
was a judge of the High Court of Judica- 
ture, attracted considerable attention by his 
absolute refusal to permit himself to be 
knighted by Queen Victoria. All judges of 
the High Court of Judicature on being raised 
to the bench are knighted, and, although 
several have been reluctant to accept this 
dignity, Judge Denman Is the only one whose 
refusal was allowed to stand. He felt that

countess of Darlington, and of whom Thomas 


Carlyle gave such an unflattering descrip- 


tion. 

The present Lord Howe’s grandfather was 
famous as one of the handseomest men of his 
day, and occupied the post of chamberlain 
and lord-in-waiting to Queen Adelaide con- 
sort of King William TV. and grandaunt, 
therefore, of King Edward.

LESSON NO. 77—Influence of the Domestic 
Science School on Home Life. | 


— 


OMESTIC science has only begun its 
career of usefulness, but it has already 
proclaimed and demonstrated that 
successful homemaking requires edu- 
cation as well as all other occu- 

pations, and that this education, carried 
to its fullest capacity, is developing to 
both intellect and heart. Thus far the grad- 
uates of domestic science schools have 
been largely absorbed into the field of teach- 
ing. The large schools at the east—Pratt 
institute of. Brooklyn, Drexel institute of 
Philadelphia, Simmons college of Boston— 
have had their departments for norma! train- 
ing far outstrip the others. In Philadelphia, 
Pittsburg, and Chicago there are schools 
struggling with what we may well call “ ap- 
plied domestic science,”’ teaching housekeep- 
ers, household workers, trained nurses, and 
other branches of practical work. There 
has been and still is a widespread feeling 
among housekeepers that the old rule of 
thumb is better in housekeping than any at- 
tempt at scientific method, and these latter 
schools are trying to bring experience and 
research into close coéperation, realizing 
that theory that is not adapted to practical 
needs is useless, and believing that the light 
of modern scientific knowledge will uplift 
our home life. 

It is strange that we must begin with the 
fundamental thought that homemaking re- 
quires education, and yet this is the starting 
point in considering this work as applied to 
the home. We have only to examine the cur- 
riculum through which most of our girls to- 
day go to see how entirely home life is left 
out. That the exclusively intellectual edu- 
cation of women unfits them for the highest 
service in life is now beginning to be recog- 
nized, and when the homemaking instinct 
first develops in the child it should be guided 
and developed. If crushed then it may die 
of starvation and lead to much misery in life. 
For a woman to kill this instinct in her child 
because she has an ill natured cook, or 
doesn’t want to be bothered, is a crime to the 
child and to society. 

Domestic science is not teaching of meth- 
ods merely; a scientific cooking class is not 
merely a list of recipes. It is the develop- 
ment of that power of intelligent discrim- 
ination which enables a woman to meet the 
exigencies of life. A woman who cannot 
control her house, who stands helpless before 
her cook, who ignominiously retreats to a 
boarding house; has marrie@ under false 
pretences and accepted maintenance from a 
man who has every right to expect her to be 
able to fill her part of the contract, that of 
economic homemaking. 

First of all, then, domestic science devel- 
ops the power of intelligent discrimination. 

Secondly, it teaches the necessity of train- 
ing for expenditure.

Thirdly, we learn through the study of 
both art and hygiene that simplifying is the 
need of our home life. If we want to be 
clean we grow to dislike unnecessary furni- 
ture, and if we desire to be artistic we abhor 
unnecessary, wearying decoration. We 
learn to reduce our furnishings to the useful 
and as much of the beautiful as the eye can 


accept restfully. 


This simplification is carried to our tables. 


by the study of food values. To know the 
amount of energy contained in a given dish, 
as a rolling mill expert knows the amount 
of, energy in a given amount of coal, is to 
lead to a readjustment of our menus—to a 
study of the economic value of food, to a 
final removal of the reproach that a French 
woman can live on what an American woman 
wastes. This study will also lead to the 
perfect understanding of pure foods, and 
women do not need the ballot to make their

influence felt in this question. Did we un- 
derstand the chemistry of foods enough to 
know the simple household tests and refuse 
to buy the adulterated stuff now palmed off 
on us the desired result would be accom- 
plished. 

When children are really taught that we 
eat to live, appetite will not be the sole 
guide to eating and self restraint will be ac~ 
complished, and through this one method 
the important foundation of character, self 
control, will be laidy Some doctor has wittily 
said that it is astonishing how generally 
people are willing to suffer twenty-three 
feet of pain for three inches of taste, but 
this is largely due to ignorance. 


| We are all today brought face to face with 
the domestic service problem, and it can only 
be solved by intelligent house management. 
We need some standards of home work, and 
the study of this work along scientific and 
economic lines will lead us to regard the sub- 


ject from similar points of view, instead of | 


the intensely individualistic aspect we how 
hold. We will then eliminate unnecessary 
labor, ‘we will understand the amount of time 
housework well done should require and base 
our requirements upon this knowledge. We 
will finally dignify the occupation by intro- 
ducing that quality of knowledge into it that 
uplifts all labor from drudgery. Work intel- 
ligently done is an education, and it will 
uplift those now in the service and attract a 
grade of women now scorning it. - 

We are also learning through this study 
the proper care of the sick and delicate, and 
many a life will be saved and many an hour 
of suffering avoided through this knowledge. 
We know now that the successful care of ill- 
ness means not only the combating of disease 
but the restoring the standards of health, 
and only the house mother can do this 
through hygienic care. 

In short, domestic sciénce shows the easiest 
way, for the best way is always the easiest 
way, and does away with what George Eliot 
termed the “ inconvenience of ignorance."’ 

We hear many palliatives for present do- 
mestic distress, coéperative housing, large 
community living, boarding, Chinese serv- 
ants, everything except the one thing needed 
—intelligent study and efficiency on the part 
of the home maker. 

When men meet in association they meet 
for mutual consultation and help in their 
work, whatever it may be—employers’ asso- 
ciations, labor unions, all sorts of trade 
guilds and professional associations—and 
here consult, learn what they can agree upon, 
and set some sort of standard. ‘Only in the 
fields of labor where this has prevailed do we 
find the highest intelligence among the labor- 


ers and the best conditions of work.. It is. 


strange that when women meet we avoid 
our one great occupation and refuse to study 
it and look conditions In the face. Women’s 


clubs have done a great work, but thus far 


they have failed in their highest duty. God 
forbid that we should come together to air 
personal grievances that never lead to good. 
But the force and power of such organiza~- 
tions as these should rally ro the educa- 
tional institutions that throw light on do- 
mestic problems. 

We must rise above personalities, we must 
train ourselves first to face the- facts of 
science, we must follow the dictates of art, 
we must. understand our social conditions 
and their bearings on the home. How many 
of us have gone to the last census, with its 
statistics about laboring women and the 
character of our present immigration, for an 
explanation of the servant problem? Most 
of us take it out in abusing the maids around 
luncheon tables. It is time we rise above 
this. The schools in all the states call to 
the women who are housekeepers to stand by 
them; neither teachers nor home makers 
ean work this out alone. The schools of 
Illinois call to the women’s clubs to rise to 
their duty and face these problems of the 
home which no one else can solve, and upon 
which both individual and national welfare 
depend. They call to you to rally round the 
banner of education and codperate in this

It may yet be up to the members of the 
_board to say whether or not trading shal! be 
done in puts and calls in other markets. The 
outcome of the “ privilege "’ question. which 
has been before a joint committee composed 


committees, was the submission to the direc- 
tors of a proposed amendment to section 9. 
which the joint committee recommends. It 
reads: ‘“ When any member shal! be guilty 
of making or reporting any false or fictitious 
purchase omesale, or where any member shall 
be guilty of an act of bad faith. or any at- 
tempt at extortion. or of any dishonest con- 
duct, or when a member shall. either In the 
exchange building or elsewhere, contract to 
give to himself or another the option to sell 
or buy any of the articles dealt in on this 
exchange, he shall be expelled by the board 
of directors.’" This; it will be observed. pre- 
vents any member from operating at Mil- 
waukee or any other point where the laws 
legalize privileges. - The report will be taken 
up by the directors next week and may or 
may not go through. ‘“ There has been so 
much agitation and criticism in the mem- 
| bership regarding the application of the 
present rule.’’ said Chairman Gregson, “ that 
it was deemed advisable to open up the whole 
éubject and afford the members an oppor- 
tunity for the broddest possible discussion of 
the vexed question. It was the desire of the 
committee to afford all the members inter- 
ested the broadest opportunity for a full 
hearing and the.committee still Teels that if 
a sufficient number of members will petition 
the directors in manner as provided by the 
rules to otherwise amend or repea! the pro- 
hibitive clause under discussion that they 
would postpone a ballot on the above proposi- 
tion so that both may be presented to the 
members for ballot at the same time.” 

The moderate improvement shown in the 
cash lard demand yesterday was heralded 
with joy by the large distributers and they 
were making the most of it. There was a 
little indication that the foreign shorts in 
the future market were willing to take their 
profits by buying a fair quantity of cash 
lard.

Some of the traders, saowever, 
who have been nosing around claim to have 
fairly well established the fact that eight or 
ten of the larger commission houses which 
have heretofore handled a considerable per- 
centage of the Armour business are on the 
long side of the market. The short interest 
is said to be located almost entirely in houses 
having connections. 

Reports received by a majority of the re- 
éelvérs indicate that country holders of corn 
are preparing to ship more freely. This has 
been the-story for several days and in a way 


of the violation of rules and legal advice 


is reflected tn occasionally larger receipts 
locally and yesterday was shown in a sub- 
stantial increase atall primary points. Most 
of the letters now being received by commis- 
sion houses from the best sections of the corn 
belt indicate that farmers are changing their 
views as to the outcome of the crop. When 
conditions looked decidedly bad a month or 
so ago it was a popular thing to buy corn, 
and there were few “ blue” letters received 
by the local commision trade which were not 
accompanied by orders.

NEWS OF THE INSURANCE WORLD. 


TAKES UP NEBRASKA SITUATION. 


Governing Committee of Western 
Union Discusses Subject, but 
Rezches No’ Conclusion. 


The governing committee of the Western 
union’ held two sessions yesterday devoted 
to the consideration of the Nebraska situa- 
tion, without reaching any conclusion. 

At the recent annual meeting of the union 
the question of resuming jurisdiction in Ne- 
braska was considered, but the matter was 
referred to a special committee, with W. 8. 
Warren of the Liverpool and London and 
Globe as chairman. In the meantime the 
two years allowed by law for appeal from 
the decision against the anti-compact law 
have expired, removing that obstacle, but a 
number of companies are still strongly op- 
posed to resumption of jurisdiction, especial- 
ly with the application of separation in- 
volved. 

Thé situation presents many difficulties, 
as graded commissions have been allowed 
in Nebraska without separation, and the 
union companies have nothing to offer an 
agent in return for going on the union basis. 

Insurance Commissioner Perkins of South Dako- 
ta has notified the companies that after Oct. 15 
company checks would not be received in pay- 
ment of taxes and licenses. This is not quite 
so bad as Texas, which a year or so ago refused 
to take, even New York drafts, demanding pay- 
ment 


The situation at Belolt is reported to be strained. 
A committee from the Wisconsin Field club went 
there and got the agents to withdraw their letter 
refusing to require the new rates and making 
charges against the companies and the raters. The 
next day the Cleophas agency resigned from the 
local board. The committee thereupon amended 
its report to advise that if the situation is not 
corrected rates be declared off in Beloit. 

The Illinois Field club held its monthly meet- 
ing {In Peoria yesterday. Satisfactory assurances 
were given that the new relief rule of the union 
was not meant to apply against affiliating compa- 
nies, which included those that as members of 
the Field club were coUperating with the Illinois 
state board. Reports were received of disturbed 
rate conditions at several points in DJinols. 

The decision against the anti-compact law in 
Iowa, while pleasing the companies, is not 
likely to result.in any’ immediate change in the 
status there. Conditions are about the same as 
in Nebraska against resumption of jurisdiction 
by the union, graded commissions having been 
granted without separation. The large number 
of local companies also casnplicates the situation. 
While there will be more activity in the organiza- 
tion of local boards, nothing will be done on the 
proposition to resume jurisdiction till the two 
years allowed for appeal have expired. 

The Continental Fire of Illinois, at which the 
amendment to the constitution of the Chicago 
Underwriters’ association forbidding members t6 
represent a company which is not and may not be 
examined by the Ulinois insurance department 
was supposed to be aimed, says that it will have 
no effect, for it has been examined by the depart- 
ment and is willing to be again. Its right to do 
business under the special charter is now before 
the Supreme court and the managers say that 
if the decision should be against ft oe will reor- 
ganize under the law of 1874. 

The Federal Fire has appointed as special agent 
for the west Frederic R. Thomson, who has been 
special agent for the Northern at Minneapolis. 

The Volunteer Life of Chattanooga has been li- 
censed by the Tennessee insurance department, 
with $200,000 capital stock and $50,000 surplus. 
E. B. Craig, former insurance commissioner, is 
vice president and general manager. It will begin 
business Nov. 1

ATTACKS MULTIPLE AGENCY. 


‘President Geer Declares System Unfair 


in Speech Before National Associa- 
tion of Local Fire Agents. 


Hartford, Conn., Oct. 20.—[Special.]—Pres- 
ident Geer's annual address and ex-Presi- 
dent Woodworth’s paper on the changes in 
methods of fire insurance business were the 


features of the opening day of the conven- 
tion of the National Association of Local 


Fire Insurance Agents. 

President Geer devoted a considerable part of 
his address to an attack on the multiple agency 
system, which he denounced as unfair to old agents 
who had bullt up the business in a place. He 
urged that for mutual interest of agents that the 
company changing to the sole agency plan at any 
point should be remembered by the other agents 
in favoring it with their surplus business. He 
held that multiplying agencies in a community 
means for the company increased commissions, 
and this, in turn, means creating a breeding place 
for solicitors and brokers. : 

In connection with this point, President Geer 
argued that the state has a right to legislate to fix 
the minimum commission on fire insurance, which 
has become a public necessity, as it has to fix 
the rate of interest, for the higher the commission 
the greater the cost of the necessity to the people. 

Ex-President Woodworth of Buffalo brought up 
a matter which has attracted much attention 
among agents throughout the country. An agent 
at White Plains, N. Y., sold out his agency for 
several companies. The Nationa) of Hartford re- 
fused to continue its agency with the purchaser, 
and got an injunction preventing him from using 
or copying the expiration book, which contained 
not only the National's local business but that of 
other companies. 

Mr. Woodworth protested against this as an in- 
justice to the seller and purchaser alike, and as 
against the rights of agents to sell out the business 
that they have built up. He urged that the National 
association take up the matter and carry the case 
to the Court of Appeals. The matter was con- 
sidered in executive session late this afternoon, 
and the resolution committee was instructed to se- 
cure the facts from both sides and report tomor- 
row morning. 

The registry list shows about 275 delegates 
present. 


NEWS NOTES FROM NEW YORK. 


“Gold Bond’ Insurance, Legislated 
Against in Kansas, to Be Defended 
by Western Agent. 


New York, Oct. 20.—[Special.]—Charles H. Lul- 
ling, superintendent of insurance for Kansas, 
has ordered the Kansas City Life Insurance com- 
pany, the Missouri State Life, and all other in- 
surance companies issuing what is known as 
** gold bonds "’ to cease issuing them in Kansas. 
The order is made under @ recent ruling of the 
attorney general, which held this form of insur- 
ance illegal. Vernon J. Ross of Newton, man- 
ager of the Missouri State Life Insurance com- 
pany’s district, composed of northern Texas, Okla- 
homa, and Indian territory, says his company 
will contest the right of Insurance Commissioner 
Lulling to order it to cease issuing the “ gold 
bond” insurance certificate in Kansas. 

The conference of the employers’ Hability under- 
writers opened its session today with a full! at- 
tendance of those interested. Several matters 
came up for consideration, as this is the first 
session since April. No definite action was taken 
on any question, however, and the meeting is like- 
ly to be protracted all week.

Southwestern Underwriters Meet. 


Wichita, Kas., Oct. 20.—[Special.]—Members of 
the Fire Underwriters’ association of Oklahoma 
and Indian territory began the first session of 
thelr regular semi-annual meeting this morning. 
A prominent member of the association stated this 


evening that there is a possibility the idea of 


organizing to promote fire protection would be 
eprung tomorrow. A resolution introduced by 
Alva, Okla., agents, providing that the association 
back them in demanding the $170,000 insurance 
wah vag on the sanitarium, was killed in the cum- 
mittee. 


Home Company Rouses Ire. 


Cleveland, O., Oct. 20.—[Special.]—Local agents 
are much provoked with the Home Insurance com- 
pany in this city. The Cleveland fire insurance 
exchange recently amended its rules regulating 
solicitors and the question of ownership of business 
in order to permit that company to join the ex- 
change. It now refuses to enter its agents unless 
the exchange will eliminate its rule which requires 
a sole agency of a company as a condition for 
membership. Thé exchange is unalterably op- 
posed to doing away with this rule. 


Test of Nebraska Law. 


Lincoln, Neb., Oct. 20.—[Special.]—Attorney 
General Prout today began suit in the Supreme 
court against the Insurance Company of North 
America, a Pennsylvania company, to force the 
payment of a reciprocal tax of 2 per cent on gross 
premiums. The suit is a friendly one to test the 
validity of the Nebraska law to levy the tax, and 
is brought under the reciprocal and retaliatory 
section statutes. The company alleges the law 
unconstitutional, because it is in contravention of 
the federal constitution. 


Writes $1,000,000 Surety Bond. 

Denver, Colo., Oct. 20.—[{Special.J—One of the 
largest surety bonds ever written in America has 
just been issued by the United States Fidelity and 
Guaranty company through Robert 8. Brannen, 
manager of the mountain department. It was 
issued to the Retail Clerks’ International Pro- 
tective association. The secretary of the organ- 
ization has his office in Denver. The sum total 
of the bond aggregates over $1,000,000.

VALUABLE. 


Cashier Teter of Chicago Savings In- 
stitution in Address at Meeting of 
American Association Holds Digni- 
fied Publicity Necessary to Health- 
ful Life-Lyman J. Gage Declares 
Trust Companies a Boon in Caring 
for Estates for Heirs. 


San Francisco, Cal., Oct. 20.—[Special.]— 
That newspaper advertising is valuable to 
savings banks was declared by Lucius Teter, 
cashier of the Chicago Savings bank, in a 
paper before the savings bank section of the 
American Bankers’ association today. 

Mr. Teter urged various formed of dignified 
advertising to increase business, and held 
that some species were necessary to main- 
tain healthful life. It was the means by 
which banks notified the public of their 
readiness and ability to properly care for the 
savings of the thrifty and frugal poor, he 
said. He strongly upheld newspaper ad- 
vertising. 

The meeting adopted a resolution favoring 
the organization of associations of savings 
banks in every state. 


Boon in Trust Companies. 

In addition to this section meetings were 
held of the trust company section and the 
California Bankers’ association. They were 
the forerunners of the main convention of: 
the American Bankers’ association which be- 
gins tomorrow. At the trust company meet- 
ing @ paper by Lyman J. Gage, urging the 
value of trust companies as a means of safely 
caring for great estates, was read by Sec- 
retary Branch. In discussing the problem 
of the aging man of business of leaving his 
estate in safe hands for the benefit of his 
heirs, the paper said: 

“ This problem, which, to thoughtful and 
conscientious men is a grave one, the trust 
company, in its legal capacity as administra- 
tor, executor, or guardian, or trustee, is és- 
tablished to solve. Enjoying perpetuity, it 
is not subject to the vicissitudes of death. 
Controlled by Hmitations and provisions of 
its charter, it is kept by the strong hand of 
the law within the limits of conservative 
operations.” 
Discuss Escrows. 

A paper was read by Phillip 8S. Babcock 
of New York on “ Escrows; a Varied and 
Profitable Feature of Trust Company Busi- 
ness.”’ 

Kaufman of Tacoma, Wash., read 
a paper on “‘ Trust Companies in the North- 
west.”” The trust movement in that section, 
he said, was of too recent birth to have 
achieved a position of importance; and as 
yet did not differ materially from ordinary 
banking business, but the future develop- 
ment of the vast commercial opportunity on 
the Pacific coast promised a bright future.

The deposits of the forty-nine trust 
companies aggregated $741,060,000, he said.
